It is probable that a solemn rite per- 
formed the other day at Austin, Tex., 
escaped the eyes of Jmost Americans. 
There are some ceremonies that all 
should see or note, and this was one of 
them. 

An automobile containing several 
armed men and a bulging coffee sack 
drew up in front of the office of the 
State Treasurer. The bag was car- 
ried into the building and opened. Its 
contents were counted, a receipt was 
written and delivered and certain en- 
tries were made upon the cashiers 
books. The fine of $1,808,000 recently 
inflicted upon the Waters Pierce Oil 
Company by the State courts and fully 
sustained by the supreme court of the 
United States had been paid. 

Fines larger than this has been as- 
sessed, but they have not been collect- 
ed. When Texas prescribed the penal- 
ty which it deemed just for the viola- 
tion of its anti-trust laws most people 
probably thought that there would be 
some escape for the offender. Our 
sceptics and cynics should not fail men- 
tally to digest the fact that this colos- 
sal fine, the largest ever paid in the 
country was adjusted by the monopoly, 
just as accounts are settled by poor 
men in the police court, with cash. 

As an example of exact justice this 
pio^eeding wa3 and must continue to 
be very impressive. It posessed much 
interest also as a financial tranasetion. 

No bank and no group of banks in 
the vicinity could furnish the currency 
needed, and arrangements had to be 
made at the nearest Sub-Treasury. 
Stage money and promissory notes 
would not answer the purpose. 'The 
fine was paid in bills of large denomi- 
nations. 

Works of art cannot clearly show the 
methods by which monopoly filches 
millions from the pockets of the peo- 
ple, but a painting setting ^forth the 
scene when this princely restitution 
was made would be worth a place 
among the treasurers of the Republic.

Laws against the cornering of food 
are nut as effective as they should be, 
but publicity i3 a force with which the 
most daring operator must reckon. 
With vigilance on the part of the press 
and government, corners based upon 
artificial conditions cannot be success- 
ful. It has happened that practically 
all attempts to monopolize food in this 
country have been masde at times when 
there was no-'real scarcity and when 
ail that was needed to defeat the move- 
ment was publicity. 

Partly through panic and partly 
through greed, bakers everywhere a 
week agu were announcing an increase 
of price for bread. Today they are not 
sure that such action will be necces- 
sary. Discussion of this question by 
the press fixed public attention upon 
the wheat gamble. Ooen newspaper’s 
protest was followed by another. The 
pulpit was heord from. Statisticans, 
public and private contributed reassur- 
ing figures to supply. The Secretary 
of Agriculture officially denounced the 
speculation as unwarranted. 

A week ago, with prices rising 
daily, the chief manipulator was pro- 
claiming the near approach of famine. 
Middlemen in alarm were preparirg, 
as is usually the case, to visit the 
affiition first upon the pool. Todry 
the manipulator, shrinking personally 
and commercially from the publicity 
for which he has no relish, is a nervous 
wreck, far from the market, prices 
have fallen and the middemen are 
taking second thought.

K^g^BoughoMt the country. More 
hundred lives are reported 
lost. The Southern States being the 
heaviest sufferers both in the number 
of killed and injured and in the amount 
of property destroyed. In Tennessee 
alone, thirty-six persons were killed 
with complete reports not yet obtain- 
able. The storm was remarkable for 
its intensity and the wide area cover- 
ed. Hundreds of buildings were de- 
stroyed and the loss in cattle killed, 
trees blown down and buildings iaici 
waste will amount into the millions of 
dollars. The high waters are receed- 
ing tffowly.
